LONDON, March 14.—A dispatch from St. 


Petersburg to Tb.3 Times tays that a report 
oa tho Siberian outrages has b?en officially 
compiled, but it is shown only to privileged 
person i g-s. The report shows a considera- 
ble disagreement with the accounts published 
in London aud Paris in its description and 
interpretation of the fact* of tho case. There 
U evidence that Russian officialdom hasbaen 
instructs 1 to ignore the publ.'shed reports as 
a mere repetition of Nihilist calurnn-es. A
